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Exhibition of Paintings by Eliseo Meifrcn 


Eliseo Meifren is a Spanish painter, who is a close 
personal friend of Sargent, and who is known through- 
out France and throughout Spain as one of the ex- 
ponents of open air painting. He has received the 
Grand Prix at San Diego, at the San Francisco Exhi- 
bition, and at Buenos Ayres; is Ex-Director of the 
School of Fine Arts of Palma de Mallorca (Spain), 
and also the recipient of the following honors: two 
medals in Paris; six silver medals in Spain; one gold 
medal in Valencia; one gold medal in Madrid; pro- 
posed for the medal of honor; three gold medals in 
Barcelona; member of the Jury at the Universal Ex- 
hibition of Paris, and at the International Exhibition 
of Barcelona. 

Pictures of his may be seen at the Musee du Lux- 
embourg, Paris, and in the Museums of Buenos Ayres, 
Montevideo, Madrid, Barcelona, Cadiz, Ponteredra, 
Balaguer Malaga, Liverpool, Turin and many others. 

He was born in Cataluna in 1857. 

He is a painter of free nature, whether it is by the 
shores of the sea or in the country, and he paints with 
a decorative inspiration and natural genius, finding 
the colors and the brush work which express the calm- 
ness of a place, the violence of a tempest, the sugges- 
tion of a cold wind, and the immensity and solitude 
of the ocean. 
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He offers us his impression of the coasts of Spain, 
of the Canary Islands, and of the countries of France, 
^ and others. 
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Thus, his work is true, varied, persuasive and inter- 
esting, precisely because its author is an artist, that is 
to say, an individual capable only of obeying and fol- 
lowing the caprices which constitute his proper tem- 
perament. 

Meifren has no pictorial affiliation with any of the 
modern groups of painters; he is simply Meifren, sub- 
ject to his temperament and sincere; he is a son of 
his time. A restless and searching spirit, with the 
refinement of the retiring and sentimental, he does 
not content himself with the external vision of the 
things — he wants to go to the bottom of them and ex- 
tract from them their very soul. 

Meifren likes to enter into intimate communion with 
Nature, with its multiform aspects. He has his themes 
of predilection, and most frequently finds them with- 
out searching for them. Others are in love with the 
ample perspective; he prefers the little corners. He 
admires, as a tourist, the superb panorama displayed 
from a height, but does not feel tempted to reproduce 
it. To do it, he would be obliged to expand himself, 
while he prefers concentration. Thus, his pictures 
distill a most intense poetry.

He was the first one to discover 
Cadaques and to show that in no country of the world 
has he encountered more magnificent scenery to in- 
spire painting. With these pictures and others, about 
two hundred, he is going to New York, like a globe 
trotter of art, being sure he will find there, like other 
artists who have preceded him, the consideration and 
the applause deserved by one like Eliseo Meifren, who 
has raised to such a high standard the art of our Spain.
